A NEW JUNIOR HIGH SCHOOL. 


The decision of the Lincoln board of education to use 


the funds which it has on hands, about J135.000, for the 
construction of the first unit of a junior high .school to 
be located in south Lincoln will undoubtedly meet T\Uh 
tho hearty approval of all citizens who are familiar with 
existing school conditions in the city. Tho high school 
and the elementary schools are crowded beyond capacity 
and while the junior high school in north Lincoln w.ll 
probably bo ready for occupancy the middle of next vear 
the congestion will by. no means be relieved. Tho prob- 
lem which lias bec-n worrying tho board of education for 
man ymonths has been to secure further expansion. 


The board of education and the school officiate ha\e 


been endeavoring to adopt what they call the "0-3-3" 
division of grades instead of the "8-4" division which has 
been In practice in the past. This means thai the grade:. 
will bo divided into groups from the first to sixth .in- 
clusive, from the seventh to ninth, 
tenth, eleventh and twelfth.
